Washington, D. C.~Secretary Hous- 


ton has decided to ignore the attack 
made upon him by Representative 
Claude Kitchin, democrat of North 
Carolina, who thinks the tax plans an- 
nounced by the treasury department 
are too easy on the big: corporations. 
There's a suspicion In the treasury cir- 
cles that Mr. Kitchin, who boasted 
when the present tax laws were con- 
sidered that he voted for them "with 
bis eyes shut" also failed to read the 
report of the secretary of the treas- 
ury. For the wail that is coming in 
Irom the big corporations is quite the 
contrary—they insist Mr. Houston is 
too hard on them. 


The secretary of the treasury, who 


js not a politician and cares much less 
about party politics than any man in 
tho go\ eminent, is in the bame posi- 
tion as is the average neutral who 
used to be called pro-German by the 
British and pro British by the Ger- 
mans. So the most that can be gotten 
out of the treasury deparment in re- 
ply to the agitation about the proposed 
tax revision is a suggestion that the 
report be carefully read. 


Will Pay Less. 


Instead of proposing an increase in 


taxes, Mr. Houston Insists that he has 
i ecommendcd a reduction in the total 
amount that the American people 
should pay.

But 
the treasury calls attention, as did 
President Wilson, to the congressional 
habit of making appropriations out of 
revolving funds. More than a billion 
dollars was spent last year in that 
way after the estimates had been 
pared down by a billion dollars. Prob 
ably the adoption of a budget system 
and the making of all appropriations 
directly will cure this fault in govern- 
ment finance, but until it comes con- 
gress may be in the position of taking 
a billion dollars off a list of paper esti- 
mates and of finding the same billion 
eventually on a list of expenditures. 


To get relief from taxation it will 


be necessary not merely to reduce the 
estimates, but to prevent indirect ap- 
propriations.

If no germs are found, that does not signify that 
the patient has no tuberculosis, for in some cases 
of advanced lung tuberculosis it may require a long 
series of sputum tests before the bacilli are found. 
Then, too, In the very beginning of lung tubercu- 
losis, the incipient stage, when the diagnosis is so 
important but so seldom made because the patient 
usually postpones seeking medical advice or strives 
to evade examination of the naked chest, no bacilli 
will be found in the sputum, as a rule, for the rea- 
son that the lung has not yet become raw or ulcer- 
ated and is not giving off any fferms- In

Chinatown On Show.

San Francisco, Calif.—San Francis- 


co has the largest and most essential- 
ly Chinese Chinatown in America. Peo- 
ple wlu> knew it before the lire declare 
that its charm disappeared with that 
catastrophe. By this, of course, they 
mean that most of its colossal filth and 
wickedness is gone. But the visitor 
wandering about its queer, irregular 
streets, finds it still exotic and pictur- 
esque. . 


One moment you are in Portsmouth 


Squdre, before the monument of Ro- 
bert Louis Stevenson, and a moment 
later you are in a narrow Canton by- 
way, containing 
numerous Chinese 


markets, drug stores, restaurants and 
clothing shops. Chinamen in dull na- 
tive garb or second-hand American 
clothes throng the sidewalk, and oc- 
casionally a Chinese housewife, a bril- 
liant basket on her arm, trips silently 
into a market. 


The markets arc worth investigating 


in themselves. Always they- are crowd- 
ed with tiers and tiers of wooden coops 
reaching all the way to the low ceil- 
ing and containing nervous rabbits, 
frantic hens, and despondent ducks 
and geese. Nearby the same species 
are exhibited in their popular .dried 
form, looking very .much as if they 
iiad received a coat of yellow Tarnish. 
Some of them have been chopped into 
small withered pieces and strung on 
bits of cord like necklaces, which i? 
also the state to which beet, pork and 
mutton are reduced. 


But the principal trade of the mar- 


kets, as you can easily detect by the 
smell, is in fish. There are big fish and 
ittle fish; fresh fish and dried fish; 
and fish of every hue and shape. 
Chinamen, it seems are devoted to fish, 
and fish arc sent from all parts of the 
'acific to gratify their fishy appetites, 
lere you find huge, black-bellied stur- 
geon, spotted sharks, piles of flound- 
rs, carp and curiously yellow cod. 


Chinese Chow 


Even the Chinese restaurants of San 
^rancisco are more Chinese than those 
ncountered elsewhere. Many of them 
lave a wide and permanent patron- 
age among San Franciscans of Anglo*- 
Saxon stock, who are disappointed if 
hey miss their weekly treat of a Chi- 
icse table d'hote. Pathetic is the 
'light of tho visitor who happens to 
rave several such acquaintances, for 
ach and all of them are eager and in- 
istent to share this treat with him. 
'he fact that an appetite for Chinese 
ood must be created by a strong and 
'ersistent 
effort of the 
will seems 


lever to have occurred to them. 


Usually, the meal begins with Chop 
iuey, which is a sort of complicated 
nd comprehensive hash, apparently 
ontaining, among many other things.

natown restaurant, do you realize the 
iigniflcanco of the nearby drug stores, 
always a few feet from a food mart 
or cafe. "We feel sure that the Chinese 
<lrug stores must do an overwhelming 
business, although the remedies they 
i«Vr do not Inspire great confidence 
in the Occidental. Chief among these

nrds and .toads, displayed occasionally 
in weird juxtaposition to American 
soaps and chewing gum.

A trip through Chinatown would

The temple, which was filled to over- 


flowing with Chinese embroidered ta- 
pestries, wood carvings, gods and in- 
cense, was housed in a small room on 
the top floor. A Chinaman, who was 
in charge of a souvenir counter in the 
liallway, led the party in, after which 
tie ran and beat on & brass gong in 
order to drive away the evil spirits 
brought in with the visitors.

cess of evaporation. The tea is placed 
there in case the gods should become 
thirsty, and when it is entirely evap- 
orated, the priests of the temple know

If it should suddenly go out, it would 
mean that the gods were enraged, a.nd 
not a Chinaman could be persuaded 
to go into the temple. 


An Oriental Switchboard 


One of the most interesting features 


of the San Francisco Chinatown is its 
telephone exchange, located in a 
building with a brightly decorated pa- 
goda roof and balconies and an in- 
terior elaborately frescoed with Chi- 
nese designs. The switchboard, which 
is carved and set in a, shrine, is oper- 
ated by Chinese girls in richly colored 
silken coats and trousers, who speak 
equally well in both English and Chi- 
nese. 


Chinatown had its beginning in San 


Francisco in 18C9, according to Cali- 
fornian authorities, when 
Chinese 


coolies were encouraged to come to 
this country to work on the construc- 
tion of the Central Pacific Railroad. It 
was the same coolie class that laid the 
foundation of all other Chinatowns in 
America. Later came the merchant 
and leisure classes, but never in such 
reat numbers. 
"The old Chinatown," explained n 


San Franciscan, "contained over 25,- 
000 inhabitants, whereas the present 
one contains about 20,000. Many of' 
those who fled the lire located else- 
where and never came back. The sec- 
tion used to be composed of dilapl- 
dated tenements and rookeries from 
two to five stories high, divided by 
narrow alleys that were swarming 
day and night with t he y occupants of 
the first floor stores and basements. 
Nearly every house had its cellar and 
sub-cellar, usually given over to the 
use of opium, gambling and other in- 
iquities. The joss houses were more 
numerous then, and Chinese music, 
which is so excruciating to Occidental 
ears, constantly issued from them. 


"The theaters, too, were more nu- 


merous. All the actors were men, 
women being forbidden in the Chinese 
theatrical profession; the scenery was 
primitive—often nothing at all; the 
play was without plot, so far as an 
Occidental could sec, and it often took 
days and even weeks before the final 
curtain descended on the last act. 


"The new Chinatown is & reproduc- 


tion of the old, but it is much cleaner, 
much healthier, and less wicked. It 
Is also much grander, for there are 
now several Chinese millionaires, and 
many palatial business houses filled 
with tho richest products of the Ori- 
ent."

people. Therefore, interstate and 


ntcrnational 
relations 
were placed 


nder the charge of Congress. 
Commerce w,as already passing out 
f the local into the national and in- 
srnational stage when the Constitu- 
ional stage when the Constitution 
vas being drafted. So the 
farmers 


ermitted the states to exercise jurls- 
Iptlon over commerce wholly within 
ts borders, except such as is carried 
n with Indian tribes. This was very 
nroperly placed under the control of 
Congress. Congress also has the pow- 
er to regulate commerce between the 
states. To make this regulation as ef- 
ficient as possible the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was established in 
1887. 
Its supervision includes both 


the Interpretation and application of 
ali interstate commerce laws. This is 
the body which permitted the recent 
idvance 
in rates whieh 
has made 


every consumer a contributor to the 
upkeep of the railroads. 


Congress is given power to- regu- 


late commerce with foreign nations. 
Under this right Congress is author- 
ized to state the conditions under 
which ships may engage in trade un- 
der the American flag. It prohibits 
the importation of diseased animals, 
shrubs and traits as well as adulter- 
ated fooia, It is this clause which 
gave to Congress the power to prohib- 
it the importation of slaves in 1807. 


Congress 
exercises important, in- 


deed absolute monetary powers. 
It 


alone has power to coin money, to flx 
its value and to fix the value of for- 
eign coins circulating in the United 
States. Under this clause Congress 
has provided for the making of four 
kinds of metallic coins—copper, nickel, 
silver and gold—and about a dozen 
kinds of paper money. Mints for coin- 
'•ng money have been established at 
Philadelphia, 
New Orleans, Denver 


and San Francisco. The paper money 
is made of paper manufactured by a 
secret 
process and printed by the 


viding for the severe punishment of 
any person counterfeiting our cur- 
rency. A fore* of aeeret service men 
are employed to capture and bring to 
trial persona suspected of this seri- 
ous crime. 


The power to declare war, to raise 


and support armies and to provide 
and maintain a navy resides in Con- 
gress, During the recent cajnpaiprn 
politicians of an inferior sort, sought 
to make the public believe that if the 
United Stale* entered the League ot° 
Nations she would thereby grant to 
the League the right to declare war 
for the TJilfted States, and to call out 
our army and navy to settle Europ- 
ean difficulies. 
There is nothing in 


the Covenant granting such Dowel's 
to the League and had there been 
there would be no possible means of 
enforcing the provisions 
since they 


would be in strict violation of our 
constitution in order to transfer such 
powers to the Leaguo and there is no 
likelihood that the American people 
would permit such a change. 


Under the power to establish post- 


offices 
and post-roads Congress has 


built up a remarkable system of mail.s 
at low postage rates, including a par- 
cel post system o.nd free delivery in 
city and country. All of these improve- 
ments have done much to increase 
our enlightenment and promote our 
common good. 


Foreigners can become citizens of 


the United States only in accordance 
with laws enacted by Congress. This 
power alone has brought untold bless- 
ings to millions of foreigners.
